Iran Stands Firm for Pre- 


sentation of Its Case 


to Council

Denies Any Secret 
Pact Between Iran 


and Soviet Union 


New York, March 27.—(AP)— 


The United Nations Security Coun- 
cil's subcommittee, appointed to 
find a compromise formula in the 
Iranian case, adjourned after meet- 
ing an hour and a half today with 
the announcement that "no agree- 
ment has yet been reached." 


Secretary of State Byrnes would 


make no statement. He referred 
reporters to Porter 
McKeever, 


press attache of the American 
delegation, who said he had been 
authorized to say: 


"No agreement has been reached 


yet. 
The meeting is over. They 


adjourned at 12:45 p. m. 


Andrei Gromyko, Russian repre- 


sentative on the council and the 
sub-committee, said repeatedly: 


"I have nothing at all to say." 
The sub-committee, made up of 


U. S., French and Russian repre- 
sentatives, will report to the chair- 
man of the council this afternoon. 


Gromyko and French Ambassa- 


dor Henri Bonnet went into ses- 
sion in Bennett's suite on the 14th 
floor of the Pierre hotel shortly 
after 11 o'clock to try to reach 
some decision in time for a re- 
port to the council at 2 p. m. 


Possible Solution 


Gromyko and Byrnes were ac- 


companied to the conference by 
only one aide each. 


One possible way out of the dif- 


ficulty which American officials 
appeared willing to accept was a 
proposal that Iran Ambassador 
Hussein Ala should be called by 
the council merely to present his 
views on whether his government 
.would suffer if the Iranian case 
were delayed, as Russia demands, 
until April 10th, 


Even this, however, may not be 


acceptable to Gromyko, whose in- 
structions from Moscow evidently 
call for him to get a delay or else 
boycott all council meetings at 
which the Iranian subject is dis- 
cussed with an Iranian representa- 
tive participating.

Keds Lose First Round 


The members of the subcommit- 


tee on "procedure' 'to which the 
Iranian issue was referred are 
Russian Delegate Andrei Gromy- 
ko, U- S- Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes and Prance's ambassa- 
dor to Washington, Henri Bonnet 


Gromyko lost the first round in 


the council session when his mo- 
tion to delete the Iranian issue 
from the proposed agenda was de- 
feated 9-2, Poland alone support- 
ing 
Russia. 
Secretary-General 


Trygve Lie's proposed four-item 
agenda then was adopted with 
Russia and Poland again dissent- 
ing. 


Having lost the first battle on 


procedure to majority forces led 
by Secretary Byrnes and Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan of Britain. Gromy- 
ko responded with a proposal that 
the Iranian charges be put over for 
discussion April 10. 


The Russian delegate said he 


could not, before that date "parti- 
cipate or attend meetings of the 
security council in which the se- 
curity council discussed the sub- 
stance of matters raised by the 
Iranian government.'" 


He was challenged by the Neth- 


erlands' Eelco van Kleffens. who 
said: "I do not think any individ- 
ual member should announce in 
advance that he would not take 
part. That is a sort of pressure." 


Byrnes again argued for an im- 


mediate hearing of Iran, declaring 
that the Iranian delegation was 
present and should be given the 
opportunity to testify. 


"We cannot proceed to vote on 


a question of postponing a matter 
of this kind until we give the rep- 
resentative 
of the 
complaining 


government an opportunity to be 
heard.'' Byrnes declared. 


Gromyko, in the course of a day- 


long debate interrupted only for a 
late lunch, charged Bvrnes and 
Cadogan with being "more Iranian 
than the Iranians, who apparently 
are satisfied." and declared "there 
is no reason for doubting ttte ve- 
racity of the Soviet government 
in its statement of agreement with 
the Tehran regime.

agreement" existed between Iran 
and the Soviet nUion concerning 
the Russian evacuation. 


"The Russian reference to an 


'understanding' on the evacuation 
question refers to their obligation 
under the tripartite treaty" of 
1942 
of Russia, Britain and Iran, 


he said. 


No Crossings Reported 


The evacuation began, he said, 


with the withdrawal 
of 
Soviet 


forces from Meshed, Shahrud and 
Semnan, east and northeast of 
Tehran, on March 2.

An Iranian general staff officer 


said there had

U. S. Conciliator Douglas Byrd 
entered a conference between soft 
coal operators and the United 
Mine Workers today as the gov- 
ernment moved to cushion the im- 
pact of a miners' holiday. 


Byrd .walked into the conference 


room to raise an official question 
on behalf of the conciliation serv- 
ice. He declined to tell reporters 
what the question was, but pre- 
sumably he asked whether the 
government could be of service. 


Howard T. Colvin, associate con- 


ciliation director, told newsmen 
later he was not planning to inter- 
vene in the stalemated contract 
negotiations for -a day or two at 
least.

with plans for April 1, when John 
L- Lewis calls upon his 400,000 
soft coal miners to take a "rest".

However, spokesmen for the bit-

Bedford, la., March 27—(AP)— 


Henry Schmitt, 62, six-foot, two- 
inch, 200-pound horse trader from 
Lenox, la., today was to take offi- 
cers on a tour of two graves sites, 
where he said in a signed state- 
ment, he buried and exhumed the 
body of his lover's husband. 


Charged with first degree mur- 


der in the killing of Tommy Worm, 
42, on Nov. 4, 1943, Schmitt ad- 
mitted in a 
signed 
statement, 


Sheriff J. T. Caskey and State 
Agent Robert Gregson said, shoot- 
ing Worm and then burying and 
exhuming the body twice before 
disposing of it in the Mississippi 
river. 


Caskey, Gregson, County Attor- 


ney Ralph C. Jones and Deputy 
Sheriff Lester Round, were to take 
Schmitt to his farm near Lenox in 
southern Iowa, where his state- 
ment said, he and Mrs. Worm first 
had buried Worm's body. 


Mrs. Dorothy Worm was free 


today after being questioned yes- 
terday 
in 
connection with the 


slaying. 
No charges have been 


filed against her. 


Jones said the widow admitted 


in a signed statement she helped 
bury her dead husband twice and 
exhuming him once. In her state- 
ment, Jones said, she admitted a 
long-time illicit relationship with 
Schmitt.

Sheboygan, Wis., police on a va- 
grancy charge, told them she had 
fled from Chicago in terror after 
overhearing a tavern patron dis- 
cuss the kidnap slaying of Suzanne 
Degnan, 6, on Jan. *7, as though 
having knowledge of the crime. 
Returning to Chicago to face the

she was unable to identify 


him or give any information about 
the mystery. 


She was placed on probation

—A surprise American search for 
an estimated $5,000,000 cache of 
currency and jewels turned the 
homecoming of some of Japan's 
top European " diplomats into a 
highly polished game of cops and 
robbers today. 


Assets valued at several thous- 


and dollars—most of which was 
believed to belong to the Japanese 
government—were discovered in 
the first stages of a search of the 
336 passengers on the repatriation 
ship Tsukushi Maru. 


The diplomats were landed in 


small groups into an area closely 
guarded by armed troops and ar- 
mored cars. 
Officials estimated 


another three days might be nec- 
essary to complete the search. 


Maj. J. V. Duff, military govern- 


Army, 
said he had received reports that 
the diplomats were carrying cash, 
jewelry and securities that might 
be worth 55,000,000.

An extra §500 a year is at stake 


for aspirants to the general as- 
sembly. State senators and repre- 
senatives elected in November will 
draw $3,000 annual salaries. 


County judges will get annual 


pay hikes ranging from 5600 in 
25 counties of 15,000 or less popu- 
lation to 32,000 in 10 down-state 
counties of over 100.000 popula- 
tion. The 10 more populous coun- 
ties are DuPage, Rock Island, Will, 
Sangamon, Lake. Winnebago, Pe- 
oria, Kane, Madison, and St. Clair. 


In the same 10 counties, suc- 


cessful 
primary candidates for 


county clerk will compete in No- 
vember for pay boosts of prob- 
ably up to $4,000. 


, For the first time, county clerks 
will be paid fixed salaries for 
performing services as clerks of 
the county courts. This income will 
represent an addition to salaries 
already provided.

Superior Judge James M. Allen 


continued the trial to April 9 in 
granting a defense motion yester- 
day to dismiss a jury panel be- 
cause there were no Negroes on 
it. 


The child was found dead last 


October in Weed. Calif., and the 
mother, Mrs. Rosie Lee Hilliard, 
was arrested in Alton, 111., the 
following month. 


Court-appointed defense counsel, 


M. F. Duffum. asked for the jury's 
dismissal on the basis of the 
Scottsboro decision by the U. S. 
Supreme Court which ruled that 
constitutional rights of Negro de- 
fendants require that members of 
their race should have proportion- 
ate chances for jury duty. 


UNT?.RA May Await 


Report By Hoover 


Atlantic City, N. J., March 27— 


(AP)—UNRRA's 48-nation coun- 
cil may suspend its deliberations 
here temporarily to await the out- 
come of Herbert Hoover's food 
fact finding tour of Europe. 


Delegates were openly downcast 


by the declaration of President 
Truman's famine emergency com- 
mittee that food rationing in the 
United States—biggest provider of 
UNRRA's relief supplies—would 
be of no help. 


While a special sub-committee 


sought a formula acceptable to 
both 
supplying 
and 
~eceiving 


countries, representatives of the 
member nations stdied the aJvioj,- 
bility of deferring 
recommenda- 


tions on what should be done for 
another two weeks. 


Under the proposal for a defer- 


ment of UNRRA's decision 
on 


food, the organization's commit- 
tee on food would reconvene in 
about two 
weeks—probably 
in 


Washington. 
Its recomendations 


then would be submitted to the 
council's central committee for 
approval. That includes the five 
big powers, plus Canada. Brazil. 
Australia and Yugoslavia.

(AP)—Four Toledo, Peoria & 
Western railroad guards, all of 
them veterans of World War n, 
will be arraigned Friday (9 a.m.) 
on manslaughter charges in con- 
nection with the fatal shooting 
of two labor union pickets. 


They were indicted yesterday by 


the McLean county grand jury 
which had heard 49 witnesses to 
the shooting Feb. 6 at Gridley, in 
which three other pickets of the 
strikebound railroad were wound- 
ed. 


The guards, Lewis A. and Ra- 


leigh J- Smith, brothers of Bland- 
inville; Everett J. Parkss of Can- 
ton and Roy Dailey of Peoria, were 
at liberty under $20,000 bond each 
on previously preferred murder 
charges. 


On Feb. 6 a. train, which the 


railroad said was on an inspection 
trip, and which union spokesmen 
contended was an "armored tram" 
started eastward from the T.P. & 
W. yards in Peoria. During switch- 
ing operations at Gridley, pickets 
jeered the train crew and guards 
and amid this commotion, the 
shooting 
occurred. 
Both 
sides 


claimed the other fired first shots.

Arrest of Alleged 


Soviet Spy by FBI 
Revealed Last Eve 


Russian Naval Officer is 


Held Under Bail of 


$25,000 in West 


Washington, March 27—(AP)— 


The state department was kept 
fully informed about FBI activi- 
ties which led to seizure of a 
young Russian naval officer on 
charges of espionage, Acting Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson said 
today. He declined further com- 
ment. 


The 29-year-old Soviet officer, 


Lt Nicolai Gregorvich Redin, was 
arrested last night in Portland, 
Ore., just as he was about to 
board a Russian vessel which was 
preparing to sail home. 


Redin was accused of seeking 


plans and information regarding 
the U. S. Yellowstone, a destroyer 
tender and one of the newest of 
the Navy's warships. 


A naval officer said at San 


Francisco last night that the ves- 
sel was scheduled to take part in 
the Pacific atom 
bomb 
tests. 


Spokesmen for the joint Army- 
Navy task force conducting "Op- 
erations Crossroad" said in Wash- 
ington today, however, the Yel- 
lowstone was not one of the ships 
to be used in the experiment. 


The Yellowstone, the Navy said, 


is scheduled to leave Puget Sound 
about March 31, proceed through 
the Panama Canal and join the 
Atlantic Fleet. Navy officials re- 
fused to say anything further on 
the matter. 


Is Not Immune 


At the state department, mean- 


while, it was said in response to 
a query that Redin did not have 
diplomatic immunity—the special 
status exempting foreign 
diplo- 


matic representatives from the ap- 
plication of United States laws. 


Acheson told 
a news confer- 


ence that the justice department 
kept the state department fully 
posted ..on the developments but 
would not further discuss the ar- 
rest of Redin, a member of the 
Soviet Purchasing Commission at 
Seattle. 
^ 


The formal cfeaTg<T. was disc^-i 


ed late last night by Assistant 
FBI Agent Julius A. Bernard at 
Portland, hours after FBI Chief J. 
Edgar 
Hoover had 
announced 


tersely in Washington that Redin 
had been seized as he was about 
to board a Russian canning ves- 
sel for home. 


Arraigned before U. S. Com- 


missioner 
Robert A. Leedy, the 


Soviet officer, wearing the uni- 
form of his 
rank, 
was 
asked 


whether he understood English. 


Thumping Leedy's desk, Redin 


cried "I will not talk, I will not 
talk". 


He then demanded to see the 


Soviet Consul, who was not repre- 
sented at the proceedings. 


Held in County Jail 


But Leedy, fixing bail at S25,- 


000, ordered the officer to be held 
in Multnomah county jail in de- 
fault of bond until another hear- 
ing is set. 


Redin, a graduate of the Rus- 


sian naval academy who came to 
this country four years ago, had 
been under "intensive FBI scrut- 
iny" 
for several months, Hoover 


saaid in Washington. 


State department officials and 


the Russian embassy were silent. 


There was no immediate clear- 


cut answer to the No. 1 question 
posed by the arrest: Could atomic 
bomb secrets be involved? 


But a broad hint 
that 
they 


might be came from the house 
committee on un-American activi- 
ties, which for several weeks has 
been digging into reports that a 
foreign spy ring is at work in 
this country. 


Committee counsel Ernie Adam- 


son said the group headed by 
Rep. John S. Wood (D-Ga) has a 
closed-door meeting scheduled for 
today, adding to a reporter: 


"I assume after 
the meeting 


the chairman will have something 
to say about 'iis arrest". 


Another Involved? 


At Portland, Bernard said Redin 


was charged with obtaining infor- 
mation about the U S. S. Yellow- 
stone for use and advantage of 
"a foreign nation, to-wit the U. S. 
S. R." and had induced another to 
obtain plans, documents and writ- 
ings" relating to a warship of the 
U S. Navy. 


Bernard sai dthe charge accused 


Redin of action "against the peace 
and dignity of the United States 
of America". 


He said the- accusations were 


made in Seattle on Dec. 22, 1945, 
the day Redin is charged with 
having obtained the information. 
The warrant was issued last Fri- 
day. 


Details of the arrest were slow 


developing. The FBI *t first 
clamped a lid both here and at 
Portland after the first brief an- 
nouncement at 9:30 p. m. (CST) 
last night. 


It w.as disclosed, however that

Everything I now saw convinced 


me that I was in a den of the 
foulest iniquity; but imagination, 
stimulated as it was by fear, did 
not conceive the half of what I 
afterward learnt to be true of the 
vile people who consorted there. 
This place is the Vicksburg of 
Illinois, and the enterprising pro- 
prietors of the mail line had chos- 
en the headquarters of the gamb- 
lers, counterfeiters, horse thieves, 
et ceL, as the most fitting place 
of entertainment for their passen- 
gers. I afterward learned that 
there was an excellent house kept 
in the upper part of town, remote 
from the pestiferous atmosphere 
of these wretches, but, being a 
stranger, I had no opportunity of 
profiting by it. The people who 
live here are persons whose daily 
business is the stealing of horses, 
the manufacture of counterfeit 
money, et cet.! and such was their 
strength at the period spoken of, 
that although the better popula- 
tion of the place, of which I was 
informed there was a highly re- 
spectable body, held them in the 
abhorrence which their acts merit- 
ed, thejr could make no demonstra- 
tion against them without endan- 
gering their own and the lives of

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their families. 
Sometimes, exas- 


perated beyond all forbearance by 
their enormities, the citizens were 
driven to some feeble measure ol 
self-defense; and, at this time, 
there was a set of counterfeiter's 
tools under execution.

Up rose the dubious Democrat, 


Commerce Secretary Wallace, to 
demand a commission of party 
leaders to discard nonconformists. 
This added a fresh top-layer of 
mire to the slippery Democratic 
condition, in a novel and surpris- 
ing way, because Wallace made 
such a career out of being a non- 
conformist himself that the party 
would not have him again for vice 
president with Roosevelt, but chose 
Truman in his place. His proposal 
sounded as if the detached tail of 
the party had announced itself 
as the head and proposed to sever 
the body. 


The matter got up to its knees 


in mud when party Chairman Han- 
negan added his portion* to the 
Wallace layer—by denouncing "a 
minority of dissident Democrats". 
This came so soon after the Pauley 
fray, some interpreters 
thought 


the denunciation meant Hannegan 
wanted to purge the party of the 
supra-party forces which defeat- 
ed his and Truman's man for the 
under-secretaryship of the Navy — 
n a m e l y the Ickes-CIO-Pepper 
group which lives, acts and speaks 
above the party, sometimes with 
Wallace joining in (as when sev- 
eral of them opposed a Democrat 
and favored a Labor party candi- 
date m the congressional election 
in New York city, six weeks back.) 
these supra-Democrats have uni- 
formly been "dissident", so nat- 
urally'. some people thought Wal- 
lace and Hanegan wanted to purge 


islators who have held back this 
program of the Ickes-Pepper-CIO- 
Wallace ilk. 


Into tig mudpile, which had been 


prepared for slinging, rushed Tru- 
man to smooth it over. He re-
